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Requests by Non-Jews to Learn 
Hebrew Swamp Small-Town Rabbi 


KITTANNING, Pa. (P-O) — 
The enthusiasm of non-Jews here 
to learn Hebrew has put such 
a strain on the time of Rabbi 
Ss. Friedman that the community 
is considering hiring a Hebrew 
teacher for the task, 


IT ALL BEGAN, Rabbi Fried- 
man told The POST and OPIN- 
ION, when Dr. Noel Freedman, 
professor of Hebrew and Old 
Testament at Western Seminary 
(Presbyterian) delivered a_ ser- 
mon at First Presbyterian church 
here. 

Church members noticed that 
the professor turned Old Testa- 
ment pages from right to left 
and did not quote in the King 
James version but in informal 
translation. 


AFTER THE services he ex- 
plained that he quoted directly 
from the Hebrew Testament and 
further that the only way, in his 
opinion, to understand the Bible 
is to go to its source, rather than 
to rely on various translations. 

Later, Rev. Thomas Luce, of 
the church, and Rabbi Friedman 
decided to experiment with 
teaching children of the church 
Biblical Hebrew. 


RABBI FRIEDMAN undertook 
to organize and teach the class. 


There were 22 students, all 10 
to 13 years old. Five months 
later the success of the venture 
was so apparent that the adults 
of the church requested permis- 
sion to enroll in a similar class. 
For this course, 12 students reg- 
istered. 


Last month, at the end of the 
first term, of both groups, people 
in other local Protestant churches 
asked that the venture be made 
community-wide. In addition, the 
Presbyterian church requested 
fermission to add two more 
classes. 


AT THIS POINT, Rabbi Fried- 
man announced that his first con- 
cern must be with his own con- 
gregation and the time he could 
devote to others is limited. 

In answer, the non-Jews made 
still a further request—that if 
the Hebrew course does become 
community-wide, a regular He- 
brew teacher be hired. 

A rabbi’s wife in Lexington, 
Ky., experienced similar success 
in teaching Hebrew to a group 
of non-Jews in the elementary 
Schools there (P-O, June 19).

THE AMERICAN Jewish Con- 
gress held a press conference at 
which it displayed pictures of 
various synagogues in large Jew- 
ish centers in Russia, mhich the 
Communists had boarded up. 

The First Deputy Premier tried 
to deny to reporters that Jews 
were discriminated against, using 
almost the same language as 
Mikoyan in his excuses, and in- 
sisting that Jews “live a much 
better life in the Soviet Union 
than they | do in Israel.” 

MEANY ILE a ietter from 
three prominent American non- 
Jews in the New York Times 
called Kozlov to do something 
about the suppression of Jewish 
culture and anti-Jewish bias in 
Russia. 








German Choir To Sing 
In U.S. For Shul Fund 

NEW YORK (P-O) — News 
that a German choir from Mun- 
ster University will sing 30 con- 
certs in New York as part of 
a national tour, the proceeds 
from which will be devoted to 
reconstruct the Munster syna- 
gogue, created little stir here. 
The synagogue was destroyed 
by the Nazis in 1938. 

“Through the medium of mu- 
sic more hearts will be opened 
than by speeches,” said Frau 
Herma Kramm-Reuter, conduc- 
tor of the choir.

Rabbi Blames Parents for Pushing 8-Year-Olds 
Into Social Whirl, Hits Bar Mitzva Dances 


ATLANTA (P-O) Rabbi 
Emanuel Feldman, of Beth Ja- 
cob congregation here, this week 
blamed parents instead of chil- 
dren for a stepped-up sociai life 
which makes “eight years olds 

. « more familiar with the cha- 
cha than they are with arithmetic 
or siddur ... ” 

WRITING in his Beth Jacob 
News, Rabbi Feldman urged 
measures’ similar to those re- 
commended in Richmond, where 
the Jewish community council 
adopted a guide (P-O, May 8) 
banning single dating for young- 
sters not yet in senior high 


school, 
“SIMILAR measures are neces- 
sary in. Atlanta,” wrote Rabbi 


Feldman in his bulletin. 

“Local parents have become 
obsessed with the fear that their 
children, not yet even teen age, 





may be left out of the social 
whirl. Witness the large num- 
bers of 8, 9, and 10 years old 
who cannot come to shul: be- 
cause they have dancing lessons. 


“EIGHT year olds are more 
familiar with the cha-cha than 
they are with their arithmetic 
or siddur, and parents who do 
not send their children to He- 
brew school or day school be- 
cause of lack of time and money 
somehow find the time and money 
to make certain that their pre- 
teens are authorities on ball- 
room dancing. 

“It is this rabbi’s considered 
judgment that by and large it 
is not the children who demand 
the social whirl, but rather par- 
ents who feel that they must 
keep up with the Jewish Joneses. 

“PUSHING OUB children into 


dancing, into dating, and inte 
social activities for which they 
are too young is to cause them 
untold harm and heatache. To 
permit and encourage certain 
practices simply because ‘every- 
ene is doing it’ is to abdicate our 
parental duty .. .” 

The rabbi emphasized that “the 
least palatable aspects of our 
community’s abnormal mob psy- 
chology are the bar mitzva 
dances, 


“JEWISH parents once found 
their nahos when their bar mitz- 
va boy donned his tefilin, carried 
the Tora in his arms, and began 


deing mitzvot. Today Yiddishe 
nahos is found in the clubs when 
the bar mitzva dons a tuxedo,

Cohen attempts to do “a serious 
job” on “Who Is a Jew?” and 
supports her ideas with the au- 
thority of an article by Dr. Sol- 
omon Zeitlin in the April Jewish 
Quarterly Review which she ac- 
cepts without question. 


REGRETTABLY, however, 
that article abounds in gross er- 
rors. I shall confine myself now 
only to the two chief quotations 
given by your columnist. 

1, Dr. Zeitlin says: “A con- 
clave was held in the year 65 CE 
where certain measures were 
adopted, one of them being the 
pronouncement that all non-Jews 
were declared to be ipso facto un- 
clean in the degree of zab.’ Any 
Jew who was unclean in the de- 
gree of a zab was obliged to be 
baptized after purification and to 
bring a sacrifice. A non-Jew... 
who wished to jcin the Jewish 
community had to be baptized 
since by entering the Jewish 
community he became purified 
.,.ang he had to bring a similar 
sacrifice.” 


DR. ZEITLIN thus traces the 
requirements of baptism and the 
sacrifice for a convert to Juda- 
ism to the enactment of the 
rabbis in 65 CE. This is sheer 
nonsense, 

The immersion of a zab had 
to take place only in “living 
waters,” a well. See Leviticus 15, 
13 and Mikvaot, 1, 8. A convert 
to Judaism may immerse himself 
in any kosher mikva. 

Furthermore, if the sacrifice 
was only a rabbinic requirement, 
jt would be Chullin in the Temple 
Court and would be ipso facto 
prohibited. 

Actually, these requirements 
sre Pentateuchal as the Talmud 
(Kerithoth 9a) declares: “Even 
as our forefathers entered into 
the covenant at Sinai only by 
circumcision, immersion and the 
sprinkling of the blood of sacri- 
fices, so shall they (non-Jews) 
enter the Covenant only by cir- 
cumcision, immersion and _ the 
sprinkling of the blood of sacri- 
fices.” 

The Talmud goes on to prove 
each of the three requirements 
from Biblical texts and further 
adduces Biblical proof that since 
the Holy Temple is destroyed the 
sacrifice is not binding. 


2 DR. ZEITLIN maintains: 
“Circumcision became a require-. 
ment for proselytes after the de- 
struction of the Second Temple.” 

Here too, the professor errs 
grievously. In ancient Israel there 
were the Ger Toshav, a resident 
Gentile, and the Ger Zedek, a full 
convert to Judaism. The former 
was not circumcised, was per- 
Mitteq to eat non-kosher foods 
and to do work on the Sabbath, 
énd was not allowed to eat the 
Passover or to marry a Jewess. 
The latter was a full-fledged 
Jew, could eat the Passover and 
Marry a Jewess, and of course 
had to refrain from work on the 
Sabbath and from non-kosher 
foods. (See Exodus, Chapter 12 
aq Deuteronomy 14, 21.) 

Dr. Zeitlin has confused the 
ees 





two concepts and has come to 
fantastic conclusions, 

Dr. Zeitlin would have been 
on safer ground had he main- 
tained that circumcision was a 
requirement for the would-ne 
convert to Judaism from pre- 
Sinaitic times. He could then have 
cited for proof the story in Gen- 
esis, Chapter 34. 

Since Helen Cohen bases all 
her ideas and conclusions on the 
one authority—Dr. Solomon Zeit- 
lin—and since he has been total- 
ly refuted, a passage from Isaiah 
(31, 3) may now be appropriately 
applied: “He that helpeth shall 
stumble, and he that is helped 
shall fall.”

Zeitlin Answers 

Rabbi Nathan Drazin takes is- 
sue with my article “Who Is a 
Jew?” He wrote, “that the article 
abounds in gross errors.” 

He did not elaborate on the 
errors but said he is confining 
himself to two quotations. 

In his rebuttal he reveals his 
lack of knowledge of the history 
and development of the halaha 
and of the history of the Jews 
during the Second Common- 
wealth. 


THERE ARE two different 
methods of studying halaha—the 
dogmatic and the historic. The 
Cogmatic method Implies_ the 
study of the halahot as they are, 
without any investigation of the 
underlying reasons for their ori- 
gin. The historic method is the 
study of the origin of the hala- 
hot and the forces which brought 
about their enactment, as well 
as their development in different 
aspects. 

As an Orthodox rabbi, Drazin 
has to follow the halahot as re- 
corded in the late rabbinic litera- 
ture even as given in the Shul- 
han Aruh, As a historian, it is 
my duty to present the origin 
and the development of the hala- 
hot regardless of the opinions 
of the later rabbis. 

My essay, “Who Is a Jew?” is 
a halahic-historic study. It is 
based on the history of the Jews 
during the period of the Second 
Sommonwealth and halahot 
which prevailed during that time. 


RABBI DRAZIN takes excep- 
tion to my statement that the re- 
quirements of baptism and the 
sacrifice of two doves for 34 
proselyte to Judaism was enacted 
by the sages at the conclave in 
the year 65 CE. In this conclave 
the sages declared that all pa- 
gans are in the status of Zab. 

Rabbi Drazin said, “The im- 
mersion of a zab haq to take 
place only in ‘living waters,’ a 
well, See Leviticus 15, 13 and 
Mikvaot, 1, 8. A convert to Juda- 
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ism may immerse himself in any 
kosher mikva.” 

THERE IS NO mention what- 
soever in the early Tannaitic lit- 
erature of a kosher mikva for 
proselytes. The expression tebila, 
baptism, immersion, is used. 
Rabbi Drazin is employing pro- 
chronism, i.e. he uses terms and 
halahot which came into vogue 
and were enacted in later peri- 
ods, ascribing them to an earlier 
period because of his lack of 
knowledge of history and the de- 
velopment of halahot. 

Drazin wrote further, “Fur- 
thermore, if the sacrifice was 
only a rabbinic requirement, it 
would be Chullin in the Temple 
Court and would be ipso facto 
prohibited.” 

When the sages declared that 
the pagans are in the status of 
Zab, then when they became con- 
verts to Judaism they had to 
bring the same sacrifice that an 
Israelite Zab had to bring. 

ACCORDING to Leviticus 15. 
1-14 when a Zab has been cleansed 
of his issue he should count 
seven days and he shall wash 
himself in running water on the 
eighth day and he should bring 
as a sacrifice two doves or two 
pigeons. This type of sacrifice is 
brought by a convert to Judaism. 

Incidentally the sacrifice of 
doves or pigeons is only for those 
who were in the status of Zab; 
also women who had given birth 
and could not afford a lamb could 
bring two doves or two pigeons 
for sacrifice after having been 
cleansed. So the sacrifice of a 
convert was not Chullin, 


RABBI DRAZIN continues, 
“Actually these requirements are 
Pentateuchal as the Talmud (Ke- 
rithoth 9a) declares: ‘Even as 
our fathers enter into the Coven- 
ant of Sinai only by circumci- 
sion, immersion and the sprink- 
ling of the blood of sacrifices, so 
shall they (non-Jews) enter the 
covenant only by circumcision. 
immersion and the sprinkling of 
the blood of sacrifices.’ ”

destruction of the Second Temple, 
there was a controversy between 
two sages, Rabbi Eleizar and 
Rabbi Joshua. According to the 
former circumcision without bap- 
tiem is sufficient to become a 
convert to Judaism, According 
to the latter, who was a Hille- 
lite, baptism is sufficient. Only 
the later halaha held that both 
circumcision and baptism were 
imperative for those who wanted 
te become proselytes. 


RABBI DRAZIN continues, 
“Dr. Zeitlin maintains: ‘Circum- 
cision became a requirement for 
proselytes after the destruction 
ot the Second Temple.’ Here too, 
the professor errs grievously. 


In ancient Israel there were 
the Ger Torshav, a resident Gen- 
tile, ang the Ger Zedek, a full 
convert to Judaism.” I have not 
erred. Rabbi Drazin does not 
know the history of proselytism. 
The word Ger in the Bible has 
the connotation of sojourrer, and 
so the Greek word proselytos, 
proselyte also has the connota- 
tion of sojourner — a stranger 
who has come to live in the coun- 
try.

the World Zionist organization by accepting into it large 
non-Zionist bodies, such as the United Synagogue? 

THE ANSWER is none. 

Does this mean that the procedure by which this new 
departure was adopted was undemocratic, or shall we say 
unparliamentary? 

The answer here too is no. 

THE ACTIONS committee is made up of delegates 
from all Zionist bodies who hold membership in the World 
Zionist organization and these representatives discussed 
the issue at length before finally voting for this proposal 
advanced by Dr. Nahum Goldmann, president of the WZO. 

No organization the size of the WZO could expect to 
hold a referendum every time an important issue arose. 
The decision-making apparatus of the WZO is as demo- 
cratically constituted as that of any world Jewish organ- 
ization. 

YET, ALL THIS having been said, it must be obvious 
that something is lacking. 

And this something is not an inconsequential ingredi- 
ent, because every American Zionist, if he stops to think 
about it, must realize that he had no voice in the making 
of this decision which will radically revise the Zionist 
movement. 

ANOTHER APPROACH to the same subject might 

be the question of what might happen to American Zion- 
ism if questions such as this one could be debated through- 
out the Zionist world. We think *+‘« kind of discussion 
would have invaluable effect m féstoring a feeling of 
participation and belongingness which by now has almost 
been dissipated. 
This sense of separation, this degree of distance from 
the place where decisions are made, would be fatal to 
any movement, and has been fatal to a powerful Zionist 
organization, such as the: ZOA, which at one time was a 
mainstay of American Jewish life. 

IT’S NOT AN easy riddle to solve, and we don’t know 
any simple solutions. The baby has grown up and is going 
its own way, and the parents have that helpless feeling of 
not being granted. 

A way should be found to give the Zionist movement 
back to the people. The work of the actions committee or 
the Jewish Agency is no more relevant to the life of a 
Zionist in St. Louis or Chicago than is the activities of 
the UN. 

THIS CREATES ANOTHER evil, and that is that the 
world Zionist leadership loses the fertilization from the 
debates and initiative and vitality of the people who com- 
pose the Zionist movement. 

The bringing in of the Presidents’ Conference into an 
advisory position with the Jewish Agency will serve to 
alleviate this ill, but nothing can really replace the wealth 
of help in every direction that any revolutionary and 
dynamic movement gets from the masses of people who 
support it. 


REFORM TREND CONTINUED 


It would be a misinterpretation of the present mood 
of the Reform rabbinate to assume that because at their 
recent convention they did not act upon suggestions for 
the formulation of a minimum guide that there has been 
any change in its by now clearly defined trend toward 
greater acceptance of ritual and observance. 

EXACTLY THE opposite was true. 

Although because of the concern that a guide might 
crystallize into a code and the fear of other difficulties 
the proposal did not advance very far, the matter of Re- 
form’s acceptance of more and more traditional practice 
is something else again. 

ANY CLOSE observer of the transition of Reform 
from a rejection of anything that smacked of traditional- 
ism and especially Orthodox practice to a re-evaluation 
of ritual and the emphasis on observance would have felt 
that the 70th annual convention of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis (P-O, July 3) lent support to and 
strengthened this positive movement. 

Whether or not a code or minimum guide will be 
eccepted by Reform in years to come, it is clear that Re- 
form is definitely on the road to the kind of maturity 
which doesn’t reject just because someone might mis- 
interpret or because by not rejecting something Orthodox 
er Conservative is emulated and adopted. 


RABBI JACOB J. Weinstein’s column is 
missing from this issue of The POST and 
OPINION for the first time in several hun- 
dred weeks.

The remarkable thing about Rabbi Wein- 
stein’s column which even his Orthodox crit- 
ics must concede, was the loveliness of the 
prose in which it was couched. It was almost 
poetic in its imagery and balance, its cadence 
and exquisite choice of words and phrases. 


SEVERAL MONTHS ago, Rabbi Wein- 
stein advised us that he must soon discon- 
tinue his weekly contribution. From then on, 
we nursed the hope that he might feel the 
same wrench we know the majority of our 
readers will experience, and therefore, despite 
the need for time for other duties, reconsider 
his decision. 

But that was not to be.

Back came this letter:

tions this past year, although no formal con- 
version ceremony has been documented either 
by myself or Rabbi Greenberg, past chaplain 
of the Air Foree Academy while they were 
stationed at Lowry Field in Denver. 

“He identified himself openly as Jewish, 
as the cadets fill out religious preference cards 
and participated in the Jewish Baccalaureate 
service on May 31, 1959. We took his picture 
with the board member from the JWB in this 
area, Mrs. Lawrence Reibscheid. He is to be 
stationed in Georgia and plans to meet with 
the Jewish chaplain there for further instruc- 
tions. . 

“As I understand it, his parents are Uni- 
tarians in Indianapolis and curaters of the 
local museum there.”

Ameri- 
can Orthodoxy, American Zion- 
ism, American Jewry can not ac- 
cept dictation of plans concocted 
and approved without their di- 
rect representation and imposed 
upon them by an Actions Com- 
mittee where Israeli Jewry, 
thousands of miles away in dis- 
tance, spirit, and understanding, 
of the American scene have twice 
as many votes as those directly 
concerned. 

Where is the democracy that 
Dr. Kaplan so vigorously champ- 
ions in Jewish life? 

Zionism is at the crossroads 
as is American Jewry’s inter- 
est in Israel.
